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"Let  Us  Ring  the  Bells" 

"If   it   had   not   been   the   Lord   who   was  on  our  side   .    .    .    then   the  waters 
had  overwhelmed  us,  the  stream  had  gone  over  our  soul"— Psalm  124. 

ONE  of  the  most  dramatic  scenes  in  European  history  occurred  when 
Charles  VIII  demanded  ransom  from  the  free  city  of  Florence.  Capponi 
the  Mayor,  refused  to  give  a  groat.  Charles  thundered  threats.  "I  will  have 
my  trumpets  blown,"  he  blustered  with  flashing  eyes.  Capponi's  answer  is 
immortal.  "Blow  your  trumpets,"  he  flamed  back  at  the  King,  "blow  your 
trumpets  and  we  will  ring  our  bells."  At  which  Charles  was  silent,  for  at 
the  ringing  of  the  bells  the  hidden  army  of  Florence  sprang  into  being. 

The  great  bells  of  faith  and  hope  make  the  bravest  kind  of  music,  ringing 
and  clangoring  through  our  souls.  There  are  dark  and  evil  forces  all  around 
us.  There  is  doubt.  There  is  mystery.  There  is  the  fear  of  the  unknown. 
In  the  moments  of  weakness  and  unfaith  these  trumpets  blow  many  a  dreadful 
blast.  But  what  is  a  trumpet  to  a  bell? 

THE  SECRETARIES 

In  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  this  year  we  have  done  fairly  well,  but 
we  have  by  no  means  taxed  our  resources,  indeed,  looked  at  from  one  angle, 
the  year  that  has  gone  is  discouraging.  There  is  so  much  money  being  spent 
on  trash  and  so  little  on  the  things  that  are  eternal.  So  much  for  pleasure 
and  luxury,  so  little  for  the  Church  and  Missions.  That  we  are  by  no  means 
out  of  the  economic  tangle  is  obvious,  but  the  comparative  security  of  an 
appeasement  and  the  partial  recovery  should  make  our  people  more  dis 
criminating  in  their  spending.  "There  are  so  many  appeals"  is  an  oft  re 
curring  lament  in  Church  and  out,  and  as  we  grow  older  we  shall  have  to  grade 
those  appeals.  The  Church  and  its  mission,  the  vital  importance  of  our  Society 
ought  to  come  first  in  our  spending. 

However,  while  we  have  not  measured  up  to  our  resources,  as  I  say, 
we  have  done  fairly  well  for  those  who  do  give,  give  liberally  and  that  is  the 
encouraging  feature  of  the  year  that  has  passed. 

There  are  still  7,000  who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  and  they  have  left  no 
doubt  of  their  loyalty  to  our  Society.  It  is  always  an  inspiration  to  the  Secre 
taries  to  meet  and  talk  with  these  devout  and  loyal  groups. 

These  are  days  when  the  secular  and  the  pagan  are  being  emphasized  in 
our  civilization.  There  are  many  people  who  are  losing  their  heads.  All  the 
more  reason  why  we  should  stand  firmly  on  the  rock  of  Scripture. 

One  might  mention  also  the  difficulty  in  quite  a  few  Auxiliaries  to  find 
collectors.  Perhaps  the  fault  lies,  not  so  much  in  the  response,  but  in  the 
presentation  of  our  challenge.  Instead  of  decrying  failure,  we  must  represent 
the  challenge  of  our  work  in  such  attractive  colours  that  the  response  will  be 
noble  and  worthwhile. 

Of  course  there  is  a  sacrifice  in  supporting  the  Bible  Society  and  the 
Church.  There  is  no  contradiction  whatever  there;  to  minimize  that  sacrifice 
is  to  lose  much  of  the  joy  and  happiness  in  this  whole  business  of  spreading 
the  good  news  and  passing  on  the  Word. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Harrington  reports  a  very  delightful  trip  to  England  where  he 
renewed  his  enthusiasm  at  the  fountain  head.  He  has  nothing  but  gratitude 
for  the  courtesy  shown  him  during  his  Old  Country  Tour. 

The  Committee  under  Dr.  A.  E.  Armstrong  moved  forward  and  brought 
out  a  new  leaflet  (checking  leaflet)  to  encourage  the  reading  of  the  Bible. 
Several  thousands  of  these  have  gone  forth  to  each  constituency  and  more  are 
available. 

Reluctantly  we  say  goodbye  to  Dr.  John  McNicol,  whose  hand  upon  the 
helm  has  kept  us  many  a  time  from  the  shoals.  His  faithful  and  untiring  efforts 
in  the  interest  of  the  Society  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the 
Board.  To  Mr.  S.  E.  Anglin,  our  new  President,  we  extend  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship. 

Some  noble  workers  have  been  taken  from  us.     A  few  of  them  outstand- 
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ing  in  their  generosity  and  devotion  to  the  Society.  Mr.  W.  H.  Smith  of 
Port  Dover,  the  oldest  Branch  Officer,  has  gone,  and  strange  to  say,  Mr. 
Walter  Veitch  of  Winterbourne  the  youngest  in  point  of  service  that  we  have 
noted  in  the  honour  roll.  There  is  also  Mr.  Henderson  of  Tottenham,  Mr. 
McMillan,  Acton;  Mr.  MacArthur  of  Brussels  and  Mr.  Fraser  of  Lucknow.  The 
sorry  part  is,  not  that  good  men  and  women  die,  but  that  so  few  come  forward 
to  fill  their  shoes. 

Rev.  F.  B.  Allnutt  reports  a  very  busy  and  most  encouraging  year  with 
the  Branches.  The  moving  pictures  showing  the  Bible  Society  at  work  in 
London,  Port  Said,  Cairo,  Jerusalem  and  Algiers,  made  a  deep  and  lasting 
impression  upon  both  young  and  old  and  the  average  attendance  was  by  far 
the  best  for  some  time.  We  can  never  adequately  express  our  profound 
appreciation  of  the  excellent  leadership  given  us  by  our  officers  and  collectors 
and  we  desire  them  to  be  assured  that  their  plans  and  efforts  are  always 
followed  by  our  earnest  prayerful  remembrance. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  a  move  upward  among  the  United  Church 
congregations  in  Toronto  last  year,  which  is  abundantly  appreciated.  Speaking 
of  the  City  as  a  whole,  our  total  was  much  less  than  usual,  and  we  are  planning 
to  give  more  thorough  personal  effort  to  remedy  the  loss  we  could  ill  afford 
to  sustain.  We  bespeak  the  prayers  and  personal  encouragement  of  our 
Ministers  throughout  the  City  in  this  very  foundation  of  all  Church  and 
Missionary  work,  giving  to  all  the  Word  of  Life. 

The  very  effective  meetings  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  their  fine  con 
tribution  to  the  Upper  Canada  Auxiliary  again  this  year  are  deeply  appreciated 
and  we  learn  with  great  encouragement  that  plans  are  now  under  way  for  a 
decided  move  forward  in  membership  and  financial  results.  We  wish  the  officers 
and  members  God-speed  in  this  splendid  work. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  splendid  support  rendered  us  by  Rev. 
J.  B.  Taylor  of  Saskatoon  and  Rev.  H.  O.  T.  Burkwall  of  China.  Both  laboured 
with  two  hands  to  make  a  satisfactory  year  for  Upper  Canada. 

Our  motto  for  this  year  is  "Ora  et  Labora",  "Pray  and  Work",  for  a 
banner  years  results  that  we  may  take  our  place  more  faithfully  in  helping 
the  Parent  Society  to  overcome  the  burdensome  deficits  of  the  past. 

HERE  IS  THE  COLPORTEUR'S  STORY 

In  the  north  and  in  the  west  and  in  the  south,  among  miners,  farmers, 
peoples  of  all  races  and  classes  are  these  men,  month  after  month,  year  after 
year,  carrying  on  their  work.  We  have  five  of  them  in  the  Upper  Canada 
Auxiliary  and  they  are  all  spendid,  conscientious  men.  Let  them  tell  their 
own  story. 

"I  have  had  some  wonderful  opportunities,  talking  to  people  on  spiritual 
matters  and  have  found  many  happy  hearts." 

"The  Woodstock  Dump" 

"Canvassing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  dump  in  Woodstock,  I  saw  a  little 
shack  in  the  grounds  of  the  garbage  dump  and  not  wanting  to  miss  anyone 
who  needs  God's  Word,  I  drove  up  to  the  shack.  Two  men  came  out  to  see 
what  I  wanted.  One  of  them,  an  old  man  over  seventy  who  worked  for  the 
dty  in  the  dump,  wanted  to  know  if  I  had  a  large  type  Bible.  He  bought 
a  New  Testament  and  Psalms  with  very  large  type.  He  told  me  he  had  never 
read  the  Bible.  He  had  a  small  type  Bible  which  he  had  not  read  when  he 
could  have  seen  it  and  now  that  he  wanted  to  read  it  he  couldn't  read  the  type." 

"The  Collector's  Experience" 

"Calling  on  one  of  the  collectors  for  the  Bible  Society  we  found  him  ready 
to  give  up  because  response  had  not  been  what  he  felt  it  should.  Together 
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we  opened  our  Bibles  and  I  quoted  'Consider  Him  lest  ye  be  wearied  and  faint 
in  your  mind.'  He  said  that  is  easy  to  say  but  not  so  easy  in  practice,  and 
again  became  occupied  with  his  cares.  Now  we  were  reminded  of  this  and 
said,  'Let's  try  this  remedy  out  and  see.'  We  talked  and  read  together  of  the 
Lord  at  Calvary,  in  Resurrection,  and  of  His  present  Glory  and  care  for  His 
own.  It  was  remarkable  the  effect,  our  brother  wept  and  with  a  little  prayer 
we  parted.  I'm  sure  neither  of  us  will  soon  forget  the  experience." 

"She  expected  to  die  before  the  Bible  wore  out" 

"An  old  lady  of  84,  said  she  would  not  spend  money  on  a  more  suitable 
Bible  as  she  did  not  expect  to  be  on  earth  long,  and  therefore  would  not  get 
the  VALUE  out  of  a  new  Bible.  She  expected  to  die  before  the  Bible  would 
wear  out.  When  it  was  suggested  that  her  grandchildren  would  appreciate 
a  Bible  in  memory  of  her,  her  answer  was  that  they  could  buy  Bibles  for 
themselves  if  they  wanted  them." 

"Who  Won  the  Race?" 

"Going  along  a  country  road  we  were  met  by  a  man  who  was  rather 
unwise  in  his  love  for  strong  drink.  In  short,  he  was  drunk.  He  stopped 
beside  me  asking  if  I  knew  who  won  a  certain  race.  Looking  to  the  Lord  for 
a  message  I  said,  'I  am  unable  to  tell  you  as  I'm  not  interested  in  that  kind 
of  thing,  but  I  am  very  much  interested  in  the  human  race  and  where  men 
are  going  when  this  earthly  race  is  over.'  We  seemed  by  this  line  of  un 
expected  conversation  to  so  startle  our  friend  he  became  suddenly  sober  and 
taking  my  hand  he  said,  'I'm  glad  indeed  to  meet  somebody  to  talk  to  me  like 
this.'  I  found  he  was  a  poor  slave  of  drink  and  was  seeking  for  One  who 
could  set  him  free.  We  had  the  joy  of  pointing  another  weary  soul  to  the 
Friend  of  Sinners.  We  feel  the  need  of  being  at  all  times  in  fellowship  with 
Him  who  is  the  Good  Shepherd  as  we  seek  the  sheep  that  are  lost.  That  man. 
pointing  to  a  certain  farm  house  said,  'the  man  there  is  a  Christian,  and  I 
went  one  day  to  him  hoping  he  would  speak  to  me  like  this,  but  he  hadn't 
time  to  be  bothered  with  me.'  Probably  such  a  drunkard  called  only  for  a 
very  little  interest,  but  surely  he  is  another  soul  for  whom  Christ  died." 


An  interested  Indian  at  a  settlement  about  40  miles  west  from  Sault  Ste.  Marie. 
An  old  woman  was  afraid  to  have  her  picture  taken  and  went  inside. 
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"Tramped  through  the  bush" 

"I  also  visited  Mrs ,  who  wrote   the  Society  last  year  asking  that  a 

colporteur  be  sent  into  her  parts.  She  was  difficult  to  reach,  as  I  had  to  leave 
my  car  and  tramp  three  miles  through  wet  bush  and  swamp,  but  found  her 
in  a  little  log  cabin  beside  Lake  LeNove,  my  feet  were  soaked  when  I  arrived. 
When  I  made  known  who  I  was  and  my  mission,  she  repeatedly  said,  Thank 
God  you  have  come  at  last,  most  of  last  night  I  was  praying  that  God  would 
send  someone,  and  you  have  come,  God  does  answer  prayer.'  She  seemed 
much  concerned  about  one  or  two  in  that  district  so  I  promised  to  send  some 
Scriptures  in  to  her.  I  could  not  carry  them  in  then  as  the  walking  was  so  bad. 
Of  course  I  read  the  Scriptures,  and  had  a  word  of  prayer,  then  tramped  the 
three  miles  back  to  where  I  left  my  car." 

"A  Wealthy  Home" 

A  young  lady  who  was  doing  domestic  service  during  the  summer  holidays 
phoned  me  saying  that  she  would  like  a  New  Testament  and  Psalms  with 
large  print.  I  called  on  her.  She  chose  the  one  she  wanted  and  went  back  into 
the  house.  Her  mistress  seeing  her  with  a  book  asked  her  to  let  her  see  it. 
She  instructed  the  girl  to  ask  me  to  bring  in  my  Bibles.  I  did  so.  She  selected 
the  Bibles  she  wanted  and  told  me  she  would  take  them.  Just  at  that  point, 
however,  her  husband  came  in  from  the  sitting  room  and  blew  off.  He  raised 
the  roof  with  his  wife  for  some  little  time  over  her  going  to  buy  a  Bible. 
She  remonstrated  with  her  husband  over  carrying  on  so,  but  with  no  result. 
She  apologized  to  me  over  her  husband's  behaviour,  and  went  upstairs  for 
her  money.  Her  husband  followed  her.  I  could  hear  him  laying  down  the 
law  to  her  upstairs.  They  both  came  downstairs.  The  husband  got  his  hat 
and  left  the  house  as  mad  as  a  hatter.  The  wife  said,  "I  do  not  know  what 
to  do  under  the  circumstances.  My  husband  has  made  an  issue  of  this.  He 
declares  that  if  I  purchase  the  Bible  against  his  will  that  he  will  have  nothing 
more  to  do  with  me."  "Well,"  I  said,  "I  do  not  know  just  how  to  advise  you. 
I  feel  that  as  the  mother  of  the  children  upon  whom  will  rest  the  burden  of 
their  instruction  and  training  that  you  have  a  right  to  give  them  religious 
training  if  you  so  desire.  In  fact  you  owe  it  to  your  children.  Your  husband  s 
attitude  toward  the  Bible  is  wholly  unjustified,  and  is  most  unfair.  She 
replied,  "I  realize  that,  and  it  is  because  the  Bible  is  such  good  literature  that 
I  would  like  to  encourage  my  children  to  read  it.  Why  my  husband  carried 
on  the  way  he  did  I  cannot  understand.  Why,  I  could  go  downtown  tomorrow 
and  squander  money  left  and  right  and  he  would  not  say  a  word,  but  simply 
because  I  was  going  to  spend  two  dollars  on  Bibles  for  the  boys  he  has  gone 
so  far  as  to  make  an  issue  of  it."  "Well,"  I  said,  "there  is  no  need  of  your 
getting  the  Bible  today.  Let  the  matter  hang  over  for  a  while, 
when  you  want  me.  But  it  may  be  just  as  well  to  let  things  blow  over  for 
a  while."  "Will  you  do  that?"  she  asked.  "Certainly,"  I  replied.  Thanks  ever 
so  much,"  she  said.  I  left. 

The  following  week  the  girl  told  me  the  sequel  to  the  above.  The  wife 
went  out  for  a  walk  in  the  evening.  She  expected  trouble  when  her  husband 
arrived  home.  He  came  in  about  half-past  nine.  He  stormed  around  the  house 
until  his  wife  came  home  at  ten-thirty.  He  then  lit  into  her.  Finally  he  beat 
her  up.  Then  he  walked  out  on  the  balcony  and  threw  himself  over  on  to  the 
cobblestones  beneath.  Fortunately  some  bushes  beneath  broke  his  fall.  But 
he  lay  there  unconscious.  The  doctor  was  summoned.  Police  came.  The 
neighbourhood  was  aroused  at  half-past  one  in  the  morning.  And  all  over  a 
wife  intending  to  buy  a  Bible  for  her  children.  The  next  two  or  three  days  he 
was  confined  to  bed.  He  phoned  a  friend  to  bring  him  some  whiskey.  He 
drank  heavily.  On  Saturday  morning  he  sobered  up.  He  called  his  wife 
in  the  room.  He  asked  her  to  forgive  him  for  the  way  he  had  treated  her.  He 
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told  her  to  get  the  Bibles  for  the  boys  and  assured  her  that  he  himself  would 
write  out  a  cheque  for  the  same. 

"As  much  good  as  six  doctors" 

At  one  home,  where  they  were  expecting  a  doctor,  they  thought  it  was 
he  when  I  called,  and  told  me  so.  After  telling  the  lady  my  errand,  she 
said:  "With  such  a  cheerful  disposition  you  might  do  my  husband  as  much  good 
as  the  doctor.  Would  you  mind  coming  in  to  see  him?"  Of  course,  I  was  glad 
if  I  could  be  of  any  service.  I  found  a  sick  man  in  bed.  After  a  little  bright 
chat  and  banter,  he  was  soon  smiling;  then  I  got  to  the  more  serious  side,  and 
told  him  I  found  my  strength  and  comfort  from  the  Book  of  all  comfort  "the 
Bible".  With  his  permission  I  read  from  the  "Book  of  books"  then  com 
mended  him  in  prayer  to  the  Lord.  He  said  he  felt  better,  and  his  wife  and  I 
had  done  him  as  much  good  as  six  doctors.  She  bought  a  nice  Bible  from  me 
and  thanked  me  for  calling  and  asked  me  to  come  again. 

"Fall  Fairs" 

For  the  second  time  this  year,  I  had  a  display  at  a  Fall  Fair.  The  stand 
was  willingly  donated  by  the  Fair  committee.  Various  people  expressed  appre 
ciation  that  the  display  was  there,  and  some  said  that  it  was  the  first  time  an 
exhibit  of  Bibles  had  been  seen  there.  A  good  sized  Union  Jack  hung  above, 
and  at  the  back  of  the  stand  I  had  a  fine  sign  with  the  name  of  the  Upper 
Canada  Bible  Society  in  large  letters.  Sales  were  fair,  and  a  great  quantity 
of  literature  was  given  out.  The  committee  was  very  helpful  and  courteous, 
and  hoped  I  would  be  there  again  next  year.

"Bible  in  the  Cemetery" 

1  was  told  of  a  man  who  wanted  to  see  a  Bible.  I  had  some  difficulty  in 
finding  him,  but  eventually  found  him  living  in  a  house  in  the  midst  of  a  large 
and  thickly  populated  cemetery.  This  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  sold  a 
Bible  in  a  cemetery,  or  to  anyone  residing  amid  such  surroundings. 
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"Russeffltes" 

One  day  I  called  at  a  farm  house,  the  woman  was  working  just  outside 
the  back  door.  As  I  approached  and  tried  to  tell  her  my  purpose  in  calling, 
she  became  angry  and  ordered  me  to  leave.  I  thought  she  must  not  under 
stand  so  I  stayed  and  tried  to  reason  with  her,  but  she  seemed  determined  not 
to  listen.  I  said  I  represented  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  She 
said,  "Oh,  I  beg  your  pardon,  I  thought  you  were  one  of  the  Russellites." 
She  wanted  a  large  type  Bible  and  after  buying  one  thanked  me  for  being 
persistent. 

"Slavonic" 

"I  sold  a  Slavonic  New  Testament  to  a  Ukrainian  woman  which  she 
planned  to  send  to  her  brothers  in  the  old  land." 

"Croatian" 

"I  sold  a  Croatian  Bible  to  a  Croatian  Roman  Catholic  man  and  woman 
and  an  Italian  New  Testament  to  an  Italian  woman.  These  were  without  the 
Scriptures  before  I  called. " 

"HOW  can  we  know  what  is  after  death?" 

An  elderly  woman  is  dying  of  pernicious  anaemia.  She  found  it  rather 
difficult  to  read  even  the  largest  print.  Nor  was  she  sufficiently  interested  to 
want  to  buy  the  book.  Then  she  asked:  "How  can  we  know  what  is  after 
death?"  and  similar  questions.  She  would  not  confess  herself  a  sinner.  I 
spoke  very  plainly  to  her,  and  before  leaving,  read  Isaiah  53,  and  prayed  for 
her.  Then  she  prayed,  confessing  herself  a  sinner  and  a  backslider.  She 
thanked  me  warmly  for  being  interested  in  her,  and  said  I  could  send  her  the 
Double  Pica  Psalms. 
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Colportage  in  Foreign  Lands 

The  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  has  always  sought  to  keep  in  view  not 
only  its  direct  responsibility  for  its  own  territory,  but  its  share  through  the 
great  parent  Society  in  the  world-wide  work  of  Scripture  distribution.  It  is 
significant,  therefore,  to  note  that  while  the  Society  maintains  and  supports  five 
full-time  colporteurs  within  the  province,  it  yet  receives  from  its  constituency 
direct  personal  support  for  some  thirty  colporteurs  in  foreign  lands.  These 
colporteurs  labour  in  China,  India,  Korea  and  Manchuria.  Their  support  is 
undertaken  sometimes  by  individuals,  sometimes  by  Sunday  schools  and  some 
times  by  groups  of  missionary-hearted  friends  who  desire  to  have  a  personal 
link  with  missionary  work  in  some  specific  field.  The  Society  can  arrange  to 
have  an  individual  colporteur  set  aside  in  almost  any  of  the  great  mission  fields 
and  so  create  a  personal  link  between  the  donor  and  the  country  in  which 
he  is  specially  interested.  We  commend  this  type  of  support  to  all  who 
desire  to  help  in  some  definite  way  a  particular  mission  field.  The  cost  of  a 
colporteur  is  between  $60  and  $125  yearly,  depending  upon  the  land  in  which 
he  labours.  Personal  reports  on  his  work  are  received  from  time  to  time  and 
passed  on  to  those  who  have  undertaken  his  support. 

These  colporteurs  work  in  many  lands.  The  sun  never  sets  on  their 
labours.  Among  the  strangers  in  crowded  cities  and  among  lonely  settlers. 
Among  the  very  poor  in  our  Christian  lands  and  among  the  primitive  peoples, 
to  believers  and  unbelievers  alike  he  labours  with  perseverance,  courage  and 
resourcefulness  to  perform  his  single  and  simple  duty — to  carry  to  them  the 
Word  of  Life.  The  Bible  Society  employs  1,100  such,  but  could  employ  many 
more  if  funds  were  available.  The  Parent  Society  needs  more  help  with  this 
most  useful  work.  Particulars  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  this  Auxiliary.

Under  Which  Grants  are  Made  to 

Schools  and  Missions 


1.  Mission  Churches,  and  Mission  Schools  among 
non-English  speaking  peoples  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board,  be  allowed  grants  of  Scriptures  either 
free  or  at  Missionary  Rates  subject  to  rule  2.  Mis 
sions  among   English  speaking  peoples  are  not  in 
general  to  be  considered  fit  objects  for  gratuities  of 
the  Society. 

2.  All  applications  for  grants  of  Bibles  to  Sunday 
Schools  or  Missions  should  be  made  upon  the  forms 
heretofore  prescribed,   which  will  be  furnished  on 
application  to  the  Bible  House.     The  applicant  shall 
state   the  condition  of  the  School   or   Mission,   the 
number  of  scholars  and  teachers,  or  of  the  attendants, 
as  the  case  may  be;  the  amount  of  funds  at  the  dis 
posal  of  the  managers;  who  are  its  officers;  and  why 
it  is   necessary  to   make  such   application.     These 
applications  should,  in  every  case,  be  certified  by  a 
Minister  of  the  Gospel,  or  some  person  of  known 
respectability,  and  endorsed    by    some    director   or 
official  of  the  Bible  Society. 

All  applications  for  grants  are  considered  at  the 
regular  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  Third 
Tuesday  of  each  month.
